French Troops Took Offensive 
In World War 25 Years Ago 


BY VIOLA HELLERMANN 


Twenty-five years ago this month 


Europe was well into its second year 
of a great war, as it is today, but 
there the parallel ends. France was 
still a powerful contender then, and 
she and England were engaged in 
October, 1915, in what they called 
"the great offensive." The battle site 
was not the air over London and 
Berlin, as today, but the fields of 
France and Belgium.

In America it is the spirit of peace,

(Editor's Note—The Brass Ring, awarded this 


week to Nelfon Rockefeller, Latin American 
"coordinator'' of the National Defense Commis- 
sion, is good for one free ride on The Washing- 
ton Merry-Go-Round.) 


Washington—When Harry Hopkins first pro- 


posed that Nelson Rockefeller be appointed co- 
ordinator of Latin American affairs of the Na- 
tional Defense commission, there arose a mighty 
howl from the state department. 


Mr. Rockefeller, the state department claimed, 


smelled too rruch of oil. His grandfather's and 
his father's oil companies had been down in 
Latin America battling the Mexican government, 
and the Bolivian and Colombian governments. 
So, the state department argued, young Rocke- 
feller would begin his job with two strikes 
against him. 


The White House, concerned over these ar- 


guments, held up the Rockefeller appointment 
for approximately three months; finally bowed 
to the persuasive influence of Harry Hopkins 
and appointed the young millionaire anyway. 
Since then two things have happened: 


1. The state department has gone its own po- 


lite and dignified way, ignoring whenever pos- 
sible the existence of anyone named Rockefel- 
ler 


2. The refreshing Mr. Rockefeller seems to 


have justified all that Harry Hopkins ever said 
about him by unobtrusively but energetically 
making good. In the short time he has been 
functioning under the long-winded title of "Co- 
ordinator of Commercial and Cultural Relations 
between the American Republics" he has really 
breathed new life into one of the most impor- 
tant fields of American foreign affairs. 


To get the complete picture, you have to 


know a bit more about young Mr. Rockefeller. 
The woods are full of Rockefellers. This particu- 
lar one is 32 years old, the second son of John 
D., Jr. He has five children, including twins, 
and sometimes is described as the Rockefeller 
who has taken most interest in Radio City 
(Rockefeller Center), of which he is a director, 
and also helped to build up the Museum of 
Modern Art. 


But in Latin America, young Rockefeller had 


carved out a unique distinction even before he 
accepted his present post on the Defense com- 
mission. He had gone down to Venezuela in 
connection with his family's oil companies, and 
had become impressed with the idea that Amer- 
ican business in Latin America had to be more 
than a leech industry—had to do more than 
drill wells and suck oil out of the ground. 


Furthermore, and particularly in Venezuela, 


he saw that after that country had exhausted 
the one commodity upon which it had been so 
dependent, economic chaos would follow to- 
gether with the same policy applied in Mexico— 
expropriation. 


So young Rockefeller began working on the 


idea of diversifying Venezuela's industries and 
diversifying them- on a partnership basis. In 
other words, instead of merely bringing more 
American capital to Venezuela, he set up a 
company in which local money joined with him 
in building a hotel in Caracas to be operated 
jointly by American and Venezuelan directors. 


This is one of Rockefeller's objectives as co- 


ordinator o£ Latin American affairs on the de- 
fense council—namely, to set up corporations in 
which Latin American capital will mix with 
American money, in contrast to the old practice 
of Yankee exploitation with Yankee dollars. 


"There is no point," says Rockefeller, "in try- 


ing to tug the Latins to our side in a tug of war

although a contractor may be hurt at the 
outset of this practice, it is the builder 
of the little home or the big elevator, 
in other words the consumer, who is al- 
ways eventually stung. 
The principle, 


and its operation, is identical with that 
of looting the common treasury of our 
country. 


And that is why, we think, that Ruddy 


and his kind, wrong though they be, are 
entitled to a word of sympathy at a time 
when the greatest looters are cheered by 
a populace still blind.

However, it would take a long 
stretch of the imagination to bring under "de- 
fense" the full scope of Rockefeller's ambitious 
plans for closer friendship below the Rio 
Grande. 


To accomplish this, he has brought into his 


office one of the most diversified groups of ex- 
perts recently &een in Washington. It includes: 


Will Clayton—of the cotton merchandising 


firm of Clayton and Anderson, who tangled 
with AAA crop control in the early New Deal 
days, turned in disgust to Brazil and has now 
taught the Brazilians to grow more cotton and 
gin it better. 


Joseph C. Rovensky—vice president of the 


Chase National Bank and one of the experts on 
German currency and barter trade, the chief 
type of competition which the United States 
faces in South America. 


Robert G. Caldwell—dean of humanities at 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology; born in 
Bogota and former Minister to Portugal and 
Bolivia. He will handle Rockefeller's cultural 
relations. 


Carl Speath—a classmate of Rockefeller's at 


Dartmouth, who later handled much of his work 
in Venezuela and is now his personal assistant. 


A. V. Cory—a geologist from Butte, Montana, 


with active mining experience in Brazil and Ar- 
gentina. 


Henry A. Moe—formerly of thc Guggenheim 


Memorial foundation, who will now direct thc 
division of scholarships for Rockefeller, a most 
important job if there is to be real interchange 
of students in the Western Hemisphere. 
REAL GOOD NEIGHBORLINESS 


The group also includes treasury expert Si- 


mon G. Hansen; newsman John Clark, in charge 
of press relations; George (Ben) Franklin, sec- 
retary to Rockefeller; and Arthur Ballantine, 
Jr., son of the former assistant secretary of the 
treasury. 


Many of these men speak Spanish, some even 


speak Portuguese. They are young, enthusiastic, 
tireless in their effort to do a real job of good 
neighborliness in Latin America, and in the end 
should be able to smooth out friction with the 
state department. 


Real fact is that the state department's politi- 


cal policy in Latin America has been thc most 
successfully and judiciously handled in years. 
But the department has neither the personnel 
nor. the time to concentrate on commercial and 
cultural relations as much as the present emer- 
gency requires. 


So if a harmonious partnership can be work- 


ed out with the energetic Rockefeller—a part- 
nership which sometimes is difficult in an ad- 
ministration in which personalities play such a 
dominant role—then the Good Neighbor policy 
really should go places in Latin America.

service rulings. Here are some of 


the " questions 
and answers. 


Q. My birth- 


day is October 
17. On that date 
I will be 36. Am 
I subject to reg- 
istration? 


A. Certainly. 


The law 
says 


that any man 
b e t w e e n the 
ages of 21 and 
36 (that is, If on 
that date you

ARE 21 or 35) 


you must register. Thus, if you are 
21 on that date or 36 the d?y after, 
you must register. 


Q. I am taking an automobile trip 


on October 14. On October 16,1 will 
>e in Grand Canyon National park. 
Where do I register? 


A. In Grand Canyon National 
'ark. Under the Selective Service 
regulations, if a person subject to 
egistration is out of his state or 
egistration district and CAN NOT 
GET BACK, he must register in the 
registration district in which he is 
5taying. In the 
case of National 


Parks, provision is made for the Na- 
tional Director to register not only 
all residents in his park, but all vis- 
itors. In the case of visitors, these 
cards are sent back to home states 
for handling. There are 22 national 
parks in which this ruling holds 
true. The ruling also applies to CCC 
camps, to men on vacation but trav- 
eling outside their state or district, 
to visitors on Indian reservations. 


Q. I am ill in a hospital. How can 
I register? 


A. Provision will be made through 


your county clerk to register you. 
just as if you were in your own reg- 
istration district. 


Q. I am ill at home. I can not get 


out to register. What must I do to 
avoid penalties under the law? 


A. Deputize a competent person 


to register for you. In this instance, 
the person you deputize will act as 
registrar for you. With, of course, 
the permission of the local board. If 
you are too ill or quarantined on 
registration day, present yourself to 
your local board as soon as possible 
and under these circumstances, have 
a physician's 
certificate or 
other 


competent evidence on hand 
to 


prove your case. 


Q. I am going to be out of the 


United States on registration day. 
What must I do to avoid the penal- 
ties of non-registration? 


A. Present yourself to your local 


board within five days after you get 
back in the United States, 
offer 


them proof that you were outside 
the United States on October 16 (a 
ticket stub, stan.ped passport, re- 
pcrts from your local newspaper, or 
affidavits from responsible neigh- 
bors would be evidence enough) and 
register in the ordinary manner. 


Q. I am subject to selective ser- 


vice registration, but at present am 
in a reformatory. Will I get in more 
trouble if I do not register? 


A. Not Unless you fail to register 


OB the date of expiration of your 
sentence. This ruling also applies to 
persons in insane asylums, jails and 
penitentiaries. Such persons will be 
registered 'on the day of discharge" 
by the superintendent or warden of 
the institution and your responsibil- 
ity from there on is to your local 
registration board in thc voting prc- 
cir.ct in which you formerly 
had 


residence. 


Q. My working hours are 
such 


that I can't get to the registration 
board on October 16. What do I do? 


A. If your employer prevents your 


getting there on that day, he is ob- 
structing selective service and sub- 
ject to penalties under the law. In 
most cases registration day will be

Most people do not believe 
that the national debt matters be- 
cause it belongs to us; that it is a 
purely political question. Such a 
prevailing attitude is more hazard- 
ous than the debt itself, he said.

NeenUi — The Kimberly-Clark 


corporation will give financial and 
other assistance as well as protect 
the jobs of its employes who are 
called in the National Guard and 
Reserve Officers mobilization and 
in the selective training and service 
draft, it was announced today by 
Charles G. Eubank, director of in- 
dustrial relations. , 


This supplementary compensation 


covers voluntary as well as com- 
pulsory military service. 


Eubank said that the corporation 


will pay the normal wages and sal- 
aries' of employes for one month 
less than the base pay from the 
government for a month as well as 
give employes $50 after they have 
served 12 months training an* are 
re-employed. 


The director pointed out 
that 


there are 75 employes who 
are 


members of the national guard and 
reserve officers, and there are more 
than 2,000 men, of draft age in the 
firm. Most of the guardsmen will 
be ordered to active duty Oct. 15 
and the reserve officers will be 
called as needed. 


Safeguard Rights 


The corporation will do every- 


thing to "safeguard the rights and 
welfare of employes inducted into 
active service and the rights and 
welfare of their dependents with 
respect to corporation owned houss 
leases and land contracts," accord- 
ing to Eubank. 


The firm also has provided that 


if an employe has unused vacation 
due him when inducted into ser- 
vice, he will get the cash equiva- 
lent of the vacation period. 
The 


firm has a group insurance plan in 
which the company pays a portion 
of the premium and the employes 
the other part, but for those who 
are inducted into service, the com- 
pany will pay both shares during 
the service 


Going into the service also will 


not break employes' service rec- 
ords in regard to pension-; or vaca- 


of men in service will be informed 
specifically that it is temporary and 
they will be Subject to discharge, 
demotion or transfer. The purpose 
of this is to protect the jobs of thc 
men in .service. 


Part of Policy 


The director reported that t h i s 


policy has become part of the col- 
lecting bargaining contract, and in 
forming the policy, the firm nego- 
tiated with three unions. They are 
the Wall Paper Workers Union of 
the Fox River Valley, George 'Kit- 
ten, president; Paper Mill Workers 
Union, Kimberly, Otto K. Hanne- 
inann, president, and Lakeview In- 
dependent Union, Dorward Schom- 
isch, president.

year, we celebrate Columbus Day. 
In doing so, we honor the great sea 
captain who tried to reach India, 
but instead found a New World. 


Almost four and a half centuries 


have passed since Columbus made 
his first journey across the ocean 
Certainly he was brave to dare to 
cross the Sea of Darkness, as the 
Atlantic was called in 1492 


Think what changes have taken 


place in transport since that year! 
Columbus sailed in 
slow-moving 


sailing vessels. There were 48 sail- 
ing days m going from Spain to the 
Bahama islands, not counting tK* 
delay in the Canary islands. The av- 
erage distance covered m a sailing 
day of 24 hours was 90 miles The 
"speed" was about 4 miles per hour 
These figures are 
based 
on a 


straight-line 
journey. 
Changing 


winds made the course of Columbus 
somewhat zigzag 


Today there are 
ocean liners 


which could make the same trip in 
four or five days A large steamer 
like the "Queen Mary" can travel 
750 miles in a 24-hour day. 


We may take the speed of a large 


liner as from 30 to 35 miles pei 
hour. That is fast when compared to 
the sailing of Columbus, but it is

plane can do 


Yankee Clippers have crossed the 


Atlantic in 24 hours or less In one 
trip. 22 passengers were taken from 
Long Island to Portugal in 23 hours 
and 52 minutes of flying tune. 


A flight from Newfoundland to 


the British Isles is not so long as 
from Long Island to Portugal Eight 
years ago, Amelia Earhart Put- 
nam flew from Newfoundland to 
Ireland in 14 hours and 56 minutes 
Her average speed was 136 miles 
per hour. 


Today we hear of planes which 


travel 400 miles an hour, or even 
more. It »s well to keep in nurd 
that such speed can be kept up 
only for a short time No one ever 
has made an Atlantic crossing ,it 
400 miles an hour. 


As time goes on, however, it is 


quite likely that the average speed 
•'cross the ocean will be at least 400 
miles In fact, it may be much mcic
